• THE NEW SECURITIES DEPARTMENT 


One of the agencies reorganized by 


the present state administration which will 


* be - vigilantly scrutinized 'is the new de- 


partment of securities, set up by the leg- 
aslature during the last session and head- 
ed by Vernon Zeller. 


The new department is the answer of 


the Heil administration to a widespread 
dissatisfaction and disillusionment with 
earlier administration of the "Blue Sky" 
law which for a good many Wisconsin 
citizens brought some pretty dark clouds. 


Wisconsin has seriously attempted to 


control the sale of investments to its peo- 
ple for about 20 years. The 1919 securi- 
ties law was repealed in 1933 and reenact- 
ed in approximately the form in which 
it now exists. 


Enfomeement, however, has lacked ef- 


fectiveness and continuity. It has var- 
iously been assigned to the railroad com- 
mission, the public service commission, 
and the banking commission. It was under 
the public service commission, an illogi- 
cal address, that the department of secur- 
ities lost public confidence in the Buck- 
man debacle two years ago. It was then 
shifted to the banking commission, a log- 
ical place for it 
The incoming adminis- 


tration last January, not satisfied, recre- 
ated it and gave It the status of an inde- 
pendent department. It now must win 
back public confidence in its efficiency, 
if not its integrity. 


The effectiveness of the protection of 


fhe stock buying public in Wisconsin de- 
pends on the men wio are charged with 
that responsibility. The "Wisconsin law, 
unlike that of some other states, is broad 
enough for that protection. 


The men in charge of its administra- 


tion have the power to prevent stock 
frauds, as well as to punish them. They 
tave the duty not only of punitive action 
against those who betray the frequently 
guffible public, but also of preventing that 
public from being defrauded. 


Wnile the iniquitous stock transac- 


tions -which brought discredit on the old 
securities department still linger in the 
minds of most of us, and burn in the 
memories of those hundreds who deflated 
their purses and bank accounts to get in 
what seemed to be a good thing when 
the glib Buckman salesman called, the 
new department begins its job.

~-f Years ago, when the automobile death 
toll began rising to a menacing figure, this 
country editor started on his own ac- 
count to break down the statistics and 
find out why. He learned that a large 
proportion of the deaths resulted from 
running off the roads into deep ditches, 
or hitting concrete culvert ends. 


With devastating logic, he demanded 


to know why these death-traps were being 
built into the highways in the first place. 
What purpose, he asked, was served by 
placing a huge block of concrete at the 
end of a culvert, when a couple of cedar 
posts would serve as well' 
And why 


should a highway have steep, cliff-like 
shoulders instead of an easy slope down 
which an errant automobile could run 
without overturning, and with compara- 
tively httle damage? 


There were objections, of course. Roads 


had been built with steep shoulders ever 
since the days of the Romans: they might 
not drain properly otherwise, said the 
wiseacres. And drainage structures need- 
ed strengthening with end walls. 


But Hoard refused to be awed by the 


opinion of the experts. 
Culvert walls 


above the road-level were a useless men- 
ace, he insisted, and water would run down 
a gentle slope as completely, if not as 
rapidly, as down a steep one.

LABOR AND THE ANTITRUST LAWS 


Most of the disagreement 
between 


assistant Attorney General Arnold and 
President Green of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, in respect to invoking 
the antitrust laws against unions, is sur- 
face and technical. 


Of course the general principle of the 


antitrust laws does not refer to labor or- 
ganizations. If it did, the very 
union 


of spirit and purpose that exists in labor 
circles might be imperiled or destroyed. 
It became clear upon discussion many 
years ago that labor should be given some 
privileges not accorded employers. 
So 


Mr. Green is right in much of what he 
says, which, strangely enough, does not 
make Mr. Arnold wrong in most of what 
he says. 


The activities, vicious and destructive, 


that are charged against labor organiza- 
tions and certain labor leaders in the big 
cities, are criminal tinder so many dif- 
ferent statutes it should be simple to make 
an indictment stick. Most of the charges 
against labor leaders and organizations 
which Mr. Arnold denounced would hard- 
ly be supported anywhere, and least of 
all, we believe, among capable and for- 
ward looking labor leaders like Mr. Green. 
A union that conspires with a contractor 
to hold up the public is the enemy of ev- 
eryone in the country, including its own 
members. And labor leaders that have 
participated in this sort of conduct should 
occupy the same cells with the employ- 
ers who have participated in it with them.

Elliott Roosevelt, simultaneously with 


issuance of the Green statement, offered 
a warning to labor in directing its at- 
tention to "a frightful beating"' that was 
coming its way if it did not mend its 
ways. 


For some reason, young Roosevelt is 


looked upon as an authority. It must be 
conceded that he is at least a princeling. 
His rush to the air and the prints at the 
height of the Arnold-Green debate might 
serve as a warning of something besides 
the warning he issues. .Both labor and 
business in America have survived the 
black marks earned by the small minority 
in the ranks of each that can never be 
entirely stopped by any set of laws. 


It is unthinkable that the American 


Federation of Labor would approve or 
support the crimes at which Mr. Arnold 
so tardily is aiming the government ar- 
tillery. But there is always a menace to 
a great organization in the gathering by 
the public of an opinion that it is sulky, 
stubborn and perverse. 


The main difficulty 
with 
labor in 


America today is its division. This divi- 
sion makes it extremely difficult for unit- 
ed policies in respect to certain attitudes 
that are of great importance to labor pri- 
marily, but the country as well. The evi- 
dent and persistent attitude of Mr. Lewis 
to oppose practically everything for which 
the Federation stands- is the latest live ex- 
ample of the canine who wouldn't eat hay, 
in fact, hated hay, but drove the horse 
away from the stall every time it hun- 
gered for a wisp.

one-third of the rate for the last 
five years. 


Tough On Rurals 


Pneumonia doesn't play square 


with country boys. It hits them 
harder and more often than city 
boys. The reason is not exactly 
known but widely suspected. Medi- 
cal men believe that city boys, be- 
cause of constant public contacts, 
develop greater immunity to pneu- 
monia than country boys. This is 
true also for diphtheria. 


New England's 
CCC enrollees, 


largely from cities, had a minimum 
of pneumonia despite the rigorous 
climate. 
Most 
pneumonia was 


among CCC groups in the South. 
There a larger portion of both ne- 
gro and white enrollees are from 
rural areas. Negroes seem especial- 
ly succeptible to the disease, either 
from an hereditary 
characteristic 


or less resistance due to other 
causes. Evidence of the 
vaccine's 


benefit to them was less certain. 
But the vaccine wroked especially 
well with southern whites. 


More Virulent 


Success with a new typhoid vac- 


cine was also apparent All typohid 
vaccine used by the British and un- 
til recently by the U. S. Army and 
Navy came from one source, serum 
taken from a British soldier in the 
Boer War more than 40 years ago. 
His was the starting "culture." The 
U. S. Army got a "start" of the Boer 
War breed from the British in 1911. 


But lately the army has believed 


the British stock not 
sufficiently 


virulent The army wanted a tough- 
er variety which would produce a 
sounder immunity. A Yankee sol- 
dier on duty in Panama was found 
to be a carrier of a type of ade- 
quate, virulence. Since 1937 it has 
been used in the CCC camps and 
even longer in the army. 


Its use has been accompanied by 


a steady decrease of the disease in 
CCC camps. Much of this reduction 
the army attributes to increasingly 
sanitary conditions. Anyway, CCC 
iyphoid cases were reduced to nine 
last year, with no deaths among the 
230,000 enrollees.

rieavy industry. 
Only U- S. is Capable 
of Meeting: New Demands 


This change of policy is necessary 


not only for the quicker construc- 
tion of our own armaments. It is 
necessary also for the accelerated 
production of the armaments that 
the Allies are buying here, and it 
will be necessary for the production 
of all kinds of goods, of ships and 
other necessities, which the war is 
destroying, which we 
alone can 


produce to carry on the indispen- 
sable trade of the neutrals of the 
world. 


The problem of the American, 


economy is no longer how to bring 
idle men and idle resources to- 
gether in order to produce relative- 
ly unneeded public improvements. 
Within a few months it will be evi- 
dent to all that we shall be the only 
great industrial system in the world 
that is not ravaged by the war; the 
problem then will be how we can 
produce efficiently and enough. For 
ten years we have worried about_an 
excessive supply .with inadequate 
demand; in the period we have now 
entered we must worry about in- 
adequate supply in the presence of 
ever more insistent demand. 


To prepare 
ourselves for this 


new condition, our first need is to 
bring the budget under control in 
order that it will be feasible to re- 
form it. Now bringing the budget 
under control means taking meas- 
ures to eliminate the pressure for 
political expenditures. The obvious 
way, 
in fact the only-; way, to do 


that is to broaden the base of the 
visible tax, namely tha income tax, 
so that there may be at least twice 
as many voters who pay direct tax- 
es as there are today. There is no 
other means by which political 


spending can be made politically 
unprofitable. 


Only by reducing drastically the 


political spending can a budget be 
constructed which is national in 
purpose, which is devoted prima- 
rily to those measures of national 
defense and internal development, 
and .popular security that are so* 
critically necessary in the present 
state of the world. It is doubtful 
whether the government can afford 
to spend less than it is now spend- 
ing. What is essential is that it 
should spend for national necessi- 
ties and not for the political ap- 
peasement of pressure groups. 
labor Should Recognize 
Necessity for Harmony 


As regards labor, the situation 


calls for a state of mind in all of 
the agencies of the 
government 


which insists that the corollary of 
the right to organize and bargain 
collectively is the* duty to avoid dis- 
putes, stoppage of work, the slow- 
ing down of production, and to pro- 
mote the training and recruiting of 
more and more skilled labor. 


Such a labor program ought to be 


promoted by the 
Administration 


precisely because it has demon- 
strated its friendship for labor, and 
it ought to be led by men like the 
President, 
Senator 
Wagner and 


Senator Norris, whose motives can- 
not be suspected. This Administra- 
tion can,reform the budget and the 
labor policy far more readily than 
can its successor. In fact, one may 
doubt whether its successor would 
be able to reform them without 
provoking a most disruptive partis- 
an and class struggle. Mr. Roosevelt 
can. And since he has seen so 
clearly the immense responsibilities 
that have fallen to this country, 
and has' foreseen so well the devel- 
opments of the world crisis, he will, 
we must suppose, rise again to the 
occasion and prepare adequately 
for the future.

Gathering an army from his own j 


country, 
Macedonia, and 
from 


Greece, the king marched into lands - 
which now make up Turkey but 
which at that time were parts of 
the Persian empire. 


In one of the early battles, a 


Persian cut away part of Alexan- 
der's helmet with a sword, and a 
spear cut through the armor cover- I 
ing his right shoulder. The battle 
was won, however, and the shoulder 
wound was healed before long. 


Before fighting that battle, the] 


king and his men had "crossed the 
Hellespont." In other words, they 
had passed over a narrow channel 
dividing Europe from Asia Minor. 
Today people speak of the channel 
as "the Dardanelles." 


Persia lost the battle, but Darius, 


the Persian, king, was not ready 
to give up his country. Hoping to 
crush the invaders, he formed one 
of the largest armies -which ever 
had been known. We are told it 
numbered a million men. 


A conflict, known as the Battle 


of Arbela, took place on a plain 
near the Tigris river. Alexander 
had only 47,000 soldiers to face the 
mighty Persian host. 


Numbers do not always decide 


a battle. 
The skill of a general 


may do a great deal to bring vic- 
tory to a small army fighting 'a 
larger one. 


Alexander was the skillful gen- 


eral needed in this case. At the age 
of 25, he was a master In the so- 
called "art" of war. He knew 
where best to place his foot-sol- 
diers with their long spears; where 
best to send his 7,000 cavalry charg- 
ing with their spears. 


The Persians had 200 chariots 


and these were driven toward the 
enemy. Each chariot had a lonR 
blade at either side, a blade which 
might cut down men as a scythe 
cuts tall grass. 
Alexander gave 


orders to his soldiers to seize the 
bridles of the advancing horses, and 
this was done. The armed'chariots 
did little damage.
